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NEW  LIBRARY  AND  SCIENCE  BUILDING 
IS  DEDICATED  ON  PARENTS'  DAY 


700  Alumni  and  Friends 
Contribute  to  Building  Fund 

Governor  Dummer's  new  Library  and  Sci- 
ence Building,  under  construction  since  June 
1956,  and  completed  in  time  for  use  at  the 
opening  of  school  in  September  1957,  was 
formally  dedicated  on  Parents'  Day. 

Speaking  at  the  dedication  were  Mr.  Mar- 
shall B.  Dalton,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames. 
It  was  announced  that  the  new  building  would 
be  named  in  honor  of  Morris  Pratt  Frost  of 
Riviera  Beach.  Florida.  Mr.  Frost  gradu- 
ated from  the  Academy  in  1935  and  was 
elected  a  trustee  in  1947.  He  has  long  been 
an  enthusiastic  and  generous  supporter  of  the 
school. 

The  speakers  expressed  their  thanks,  not 
only  to  Mr.  Frost,  but  also  to  the  700  other 
alumni  and  friends  who  contributed  to  the 
$672,000  fund  for  the  erection,  furnishing, 
and  maintenance  of  the  beautiful  structure. 
Mr.  Eames  also  expressed  his  appreciation  of 
the  work  of  Mr.  Walter  S.  Brodie  of  the  ar- 
chitectural firm  of  Kilham,  Hopkins,  Greeley 
and  Brodie,  who  designed  the  building. 

Parents    and    Alumni    Admire 
Laboratories    and    Classrooms 

Throughout  the  day  many  parents,  alumni, 
and  friends  took  time  to  inspect  the  building. 
The  spacious  reading  room,  with  its  acoustic 
ceiling,  its  controlled  lighting,  and  its  beauti- 
ful tables,  aroused  very  favorable  comment. 
Others  found  the  Seminar  Room  and  the 
18'  6"  Hastings  Memorial  seminar  table  par- 
ticularly impressing.  Scientifically-minded  vis- 
itors crowded  the  well-equipped  laboratories 
and  particularly  liked  the  science  lecture  room 
with  its  banked  seating  and  its  special  equip- 
ment. Everyone  was  impressed  by  the  careful 
planning  which  makes  the  building  one  of  the 
finest  school  buildings  in  New  England.

All  but  Four  Seniors  Admitted 

to   College   Before   Commencement 

Forty-eight  of  the  fifty-two  seniors  who 
marched  around  the  Milestone  on  Commence- 
ment Day  were  already  winners  in  the  hectic 
modern  competition  for  college  admission. 
Six  had  been  notified  of  acceptance  at 
Princeton,  four  at  Hamilton,  three  each  to 
Amherst.  Brown,  Denison,  Harvard,  and 
Kenyon  and  twenty-four  to  twenty-one  others. 

Totals 
Since  the  scholastic  standing  of  a  school 
is  shown  not  only  by  the  proportion  of  grad- 
uates who  gain  admission  to  colleges,  but 
also  by  the  type  of  college  chosen,  Governor 
Dummer  is  justly  proud  of  the  following 
list,  which  includes  all  colleges  to  which 
twelve  or  more  graduates  have  gained  ad- 
mission in  the  twelve  post-war  years.

PARENTS1  DAY  RECOMES 

INCREASINGLY  POPULAR 


Nineteen  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  five  foreign  countries  were  represented  at 
Governor  Dummer  for  the  1957-58  school 
year.  There  were  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  boarders  and  twenty-four  day  students, 
making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  boys.  Every  available  room  was  filled, 
including  three  extra  rooms  made  available 
by  changes  in  faculty  housing.  In  addition, 
two  boys  had  to  be  assigned  temporary 
rooms  in  the  Duncan   Infirmary. 

Students  Come  from  Nineteen  States  and 
Five  Foreign  Countries 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  came 
from  the  following  states:  California  1,  Con- 
necticut 13,  Florida  1,  Iowa  1,  Illinois  6, 
Louisiana  1,  Maine  10,  Michigan  1,  Minne- 
sota 1,  Nebraska  1,  New  Hampshire  4,  New 
Jersey  9,  New  Mexico  2,  New  York  23,  Ohio 
6,  Pennsylvania  8,  Rhode  Island  3,  and 
Texas  1.  There  was,  in  addition,  one  boy 
from  the  District   of   Columbia. 

Foreign  students  came  from  England  and 
Japan.  In  addition  the  British  West  Indies 
(Trinidad),  Canada  and  Pakistan  were  rep- 
resented by  American  boys  whose  parents 
are  resident  in  those  countries. 


ACADEMY  BECOMES  EXAM 

CENTER  FOR  COLLEGE  BOARDS 


The  completion  of  the  Frost  Building  last 
September  gave  the  Academy  the  facilities 
necessary  for  a  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board  Test  Center.  On  December  7  the  first 
series  of  tests  was  administered  in  the  new 
center  to  some  one  hundred  and  fifteen  seniors 
and  juniors,  as  well  as  to  some  students  from 
outside  the  Academy.  Other  series  were 
administered  on  March  15  and  on  May  17. 

In  the  past  it  has  been  necessary  for  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  students  taking  those  exam- 
inations to  go  to  Haverhill  or  to  Lynn,  a  trip 
involving  bus  transportation,  considerable 
interference  with  the  school  program,  and 
other  inconveniences.  Since  practically  all 
seniors  and  juniors  are  involved  each  year, 
the  installation  of  a  center  at  the  Academy  is 
a  source  of  great  satisfaction. 


Over  500  Attend  Dinner 

Parents'  Day  becomes  increasingly  popular. 
Despite  rainy  weather  and  the  cancellation  of 
all  scheduled  athletic  contests  because  of  flu 
in  the  visiting  schools,  a  record  number  of 
parents  and  friends  turned  out  on  October  19 
to  help  dedicate  the  new  Frost  Building  and 
to  enjoy  the  program  planned  for  them. 

After  the  dedication  ceremony,  most  par- 
ents took  the  opportunity  to  inspect  the  new 
building.  Luncheon  was  served  at  noon  in  the 
regular  dining  room  and  in  the  Cobb  Room, 
which  had  been  converted  into  an  auxiliary 
dining  room  to  accommodate  the  unusually 
large  gathering.  At  the  last  moment  Mr.  Mur- 
phy had  been  able  to  arrange  for  soccer  games 
with  Belmont  Hill,  and  many  parents  braved 
the  storm  to  watch  those  contests. 

Receptions  in  the  Phillips  Building  were 
held  from  4:00  to  6:00  to  allow  parents  an 
opportunity  to  meet  their  sons'  teachers  and 
discuss  their  sons'  problems. 

Over  five  hundred  students,  parents  and 
faculty  gathered  in  the  Alumni  Gymnasium  at 
six-thirty  for  the  traditional  dinner,  at  which 
Mr.  Eames  presided  as  toastmaster.  The  first 
speaker,  Edgar  D.  Dunning,  entertained  the 
audience  by  describing  the  trials  and  tribula- 
tions of  the  business  manager  of  a  boys' 
school.  Then  G.  Heberton  Evans,  mathematics 
instructor  and  head  coach  of  wrestling  and 
lacrosse,  talked  about  the  place  of  athletics  in 
the  school  program.

On  Friday  night,  May  16,  a  science  demon- 
stration put  on  by  Mr.  Miller's  physics  stu- 
dents attracted  much  interest. 

David  Cox  gave  an  interesting  talk  on  space 
travel  and  showed  a  model  of  a  three-stage 
rocket  which  he  had  constructed.  Walter 
Cannon's  talk  on  gliding  and  his  model  wind 
tunnel  were  equally  fascinating.  Frank  Mc- 
Guire's  exposition  of  nuclear  power  and  his 
model  of  an  atomic-powered  submarine  was 
another  feature.
